The Sentinel of this corning says: A 


much better feeling existed in business cir- 
cles this morning, owing to the probability 
of a successful issue of the efforts to make 
good the securities of the solvent banks 
now cnrr^nt. Our leading merchants have 
voluntarily oome forward and offered ma- 
terial aid to tho country banks ;n placing 
tbeir issues on a basis that will insure a re- 
liable currency. 


To-day all the currency in the old list, 


excepting the notes of the ten broken banks 
thrown out on Saturday, were taken by all 
the leading merchants of the city at par, 
and received as usual on deposit by all the 
banks, excepting the Farmers' & Millers', 
•whose special list we gave in our last edi- 
tion. 


None of tha banks had any exchange to 


speak of for sale. They all expressed the 
belief that they would be able to supply 
customers in a few days. 
The current 


rate was nominally 6 per cent. 


Although there was some apprehension 


of another outbreak at Milwaukee, yester- 
day, everything was quiet, and the Senti- 
nel says " there i? no immediate prospect 
of further difficulty." 


A True Patriot. 


Andrew Johnson, the patriotic and fear- 


less senator from Tennessee, was serenaded 
a few nights since, at Washington, and in 
response to repeated calls, made a most el- 
oqcent and thrilling speech, fully sustain- 
ing the administration, and clearly showing 
that the war wan not brought about by the 
north, but by the dishonest politicians of 
the south, who are determined to break up 
the Union. He said the line of march had 
already commeoced towards Washington, 
the capital of our nation, founded by the 
father of our country, George Washington ; 
Bad that anarchy and destruction are tread- 
ing closer npon onr heels than we were 
aware of. He said it was a " God-bidde 
dnty to stand by the government—whic 
wts founded by Washington—which wa 
sustained by Jackson—which was fough 
for by our good old patriot Scott." He de 
clared that the "federal Union must be pre 
•ersed,'r and that "they may burn cur field 
—destroy our property, nay, our best bloo 
may and will be sacriBced, but east Tennesse 
cannot be converted into a land of slaves 
They may confiscate my little property 
own ia Tennessee. My life may be requir 
ed to lay npon the altar of my country, bu 
let my country be sated." 


TEXAS.—The statement that there are se 


cret Union associations in Texas is no doub 
true. A letter from Brazoria county, pub 
lisbed in the New York Courier and En 
qnirer, says :—"We implore aid from our 
brethren at the north, to sustain us in our 
rights as American citizens and supporters 
of the Union. You cannot imagine the 
cruel treatment inflicted on us by the seces- 
sionists. All who refuse to aid and abet the 
rebellion must suffer death. A man dare 
not own to being a Union man here. The 
cry is ' Down with the Union and hang the 
abolitionists.' A free white man, unless he 
is a ala\ Jiiv'der or a secessionist, is worse 
than nobody. 
There are gangs of murder 


ers who style themselves vigilance commit- 
tees, in this and the adjoining counties, who 
have committed some of the moat atrocious 
deeds on record."

motives from Martinsburg to Harper's Fer- 
ry and burn the bridges, was tv pupil of Gen. 
Pillow. la order to make a sure thing of 
it he burnt ihe bridges as he went np, and 
consequently, had to leave tha locomotives 
where he found them.

paragraph, a part of which forms the cap- 
tion to this article, slightly modified howev- 
er into an interrogatory.. You say "Banks 
are chartered to furnish the community with 
a safe currency, and not solely to create a 
profitable investment for capital." 
Now 


did I not know that the Gazette never deals 
in levity in the discussion of serious and 
Important subjects, I should believe you 
meant, to be satirical; but as you are en- 
donbtedly sincere, it is converted into the 
severest irony. Jnst think of it. . Banks 
chartered to furnish n safe currency. 
If 


.hat is true, if the legislature that enacted 
the law, and the people who sanctioned it, 
really believed that bank paper could by 
any possibility be made safe, or that banks 
were created for the benefit of the people, 
and not wholly and solely'for the benefit of 
speculators, then that fact alone is the se- 
verest criticism on their intelligence that 
can be made. Think of it again. Bank 
paper a safe currency. A myth, an abatrac- 
ion, a mere promise to pay with an abso- 
ute knowledge on the part of every man of 
he ntter impossibility of doing it. A mere 
dea, and false at that. 
When you can es- 


ape the ultimate of au 'eternal principle, 


when you can cast yourself from the house- 
op and stop mid-air .by your owu volition, 
when you can extract sunbeams from cu- 
umbers, when you can make two diverging 
nes meet, when falsehood is better than 
ruthand the shadow equal to the substance; 
len and not till then can you perform the 
mpossibie feat of making paper money a 
afe currency. 


No sir.3, the people never believed that 
anks were chartered to furnish a safe cur- 


rency, or that they could or would do so: I 
eshoncrate them from snch infinite folly; 
else I should despair of them utterly. But 
why did they doit? I will tell you. Be- 
cause of their knavery, cowardice and cu- 
pidity. Capital is always selfish, tyrannical 
and knavish. It is always trenching on the 
rights of the people, iemandin;; privileges 
and immunities for its owners or holders 
above that either claimed by or conceded to 
mere persons, and its demands have always 
been granted. Seeing this all men arc de- 
sirous of becoming capitalists or being rich. 
Labor is the only wealth producing agent, 
but this is a slow process, therefore the 
shrewd, the crafty aud the designing eschew 
it altogether and take to speculating in and 
peculating on the labor of others. Various 
and manifold have been the schemes for 
robbing labor of its products and transfer- 
ring it to tha non-producer without giving 
an equivalent in return ; but of all others 
that of making paper money bears the 
palm, both for comprehensiveness and in- 
genuity. It is worthy of Milton's highest 
idea of a devil, and is the best adapted to 
its end of all the devices of that ingenious 
and unscrupulous individual, (the devil not 
Milton.) 


But to come back to Wisconsin banking, 


which is a vast improvement,, to rascality; 
on the satanic original. Why do the peo- 
ple submit to it? 
Because they are made 


to believe that it is a necessity. It is bold- 
ly proclaimed by those who ought to l:now 
better, aud by thousands who do know bet- 
ter, that there is not coin enough to do the 
business of the country, that unless we 
charter banks in our own state we must 
necessarily be flooded with paper money 
from other states, and that it is better to 
have banks of our own whichjwe can*|reg- 
ulate, than to be swindled by East Tennes- 
see, Bangor, Brownville, &c,, &c., all of 
which, owing to ignorance of the law of 
supply and demand, which regulates and 
controls money as well as every other pro- 
duct, is believed by the people to a great 
extent, or at least was believed by . them ; 
jence the present banking system and pre- 
sent loss and derangement in business. 


If the producers of wealth in this state 


could but realize the vast amount which has 
3een filched from them by this nefarious 
system in the last ten years they would be 
jerfectly astonished, and I have no doubt 
would refuse to touch a dollar of the vile 
tuff in future. 
I have not the least doubt 


mt it has mors than equaled the value of 
'ne third of their crop every year. 


There is plenty of coin to do the business 


rf the country, all we have got to do to 
iring it here is to demand it in paycrtnt 
or our wheat, pork, wool, &c., and it will 
ome. The course to pursue is a plain one. 
-et the people do their duty and compel the 
tt.te officers to do theirs. The members 
rf the legislature who voted for legalizing 
he su^ension of specie payment by the 
anks last spring are enterely iuexcusable, 
nd committed au act that should consign 
very one of them to the shades of private 
fe forever. Let the people look to it this 
all that not a mother's son of them goes 
ack next winter, and in selecting others 
e Bure that not a bank man be taken. If 
ne should get in and he opens his mouth 
n tke capitol in favor of paper money or 
anking institutions it would be far more 
ensible to march up to Madison and mob 
im there and then, before the mischief is 
one, than wait until we arc ruined and 
hen mako asses of ourselves by pitching 
nto an empty bank. Making and ciroula- 


_ bank paper should be made treason to 


the state and dealt wijh accordingly. The 
forger and counterfeiter is not half as dan- 
gerous, although something less respectable 
as the world goes. Pitch into the misera- 
ble system, Mr. Gazette. 
Hit 'em again.
